Mr, Hu, following the arrival re- 
ceptions, left for his home, declaring 
that he’ had not yet actually com: 
pletely recovered his health. He gave 
no intimation of his future political 
Intentions.—Réuter.

CHINA’S MORTGAGE 
LAWS 


Judicial Yuan Interpreta- 
tion Raises Issue 


Nanking, Jan. 18. 

The request of the Ministry of 
Finance for the enactment of a special 
Jaw governing the mortgage of im: 
movable property was rejected by the 
Legislative Yuan yesterday, ‘The re- 
quest was made in consequence of| 
fan interpretation of the Judicial Yuan 
Felating to Article 873, Paragraph 1, 
of the Civil Code, on the auction of 
mortgaged property (Yuan 493). 

According to this, a mortgagee who 
hag not been paid’ at the maturity of 
‘an obligation in his favour can apply 
to the Court to have the mortgaged 
Property sold by auction and to pay. 
hhimself out of the proceeds of the 
sale, This Article has been inter- 
preted by the Judicial Yuan to mean 
that the morgaged property, in the 
above circumstances, cannot’ be sold 
vunless a final judgment therefore has 
been rendered by the Court. Because 
‘of this interpretation, the interests 
‘of the mortgagee are often jeopar- 
dized, as it requires some time to 
‘obtain a final judgment of the Court, 
Consequently, public confidence in 
property mortgages has been shaken, 

‘The Legislative Yuan, after a

“As to whether it is advisable or 
not to revise the interpretation of 
the judicial Yuan (Yuan 493), since 
the Executive Yuan has referred the 
question to the judicial “Yuan for’ 
consideration, it is not within the com-_ 
jpetence of the Legislative Yuan to 
Siscuss It? 

‘With regard to the inquiry of tie 
{Executive Yuan as to whether factory 
machinery may be considered os 22- 
leessories or not and whether such 
machinery may or may not also be 
mortgaged as immovable property, 
the Legislative Yuan decided as 
follows:— 

“The meaning of accessories is ex- 
plained in Article 68 of the Civil 
JCode. If the factory machinery 
jconforms to the requirements 
of this Article, it may, uf 
‘course, be regarded as . accessories. 
However, since the Executive 
‘Yuan has referred the question to the’ 
Judicial Yuan for an interpretation, it 
is not necessary for the Legislative 
Yuan to discuss it" 

According to Article 68 of the Civil 
[Code, accessories are things “which, 
‘without being component parts of the| 
principal things, are intended to 
facilitate its utilization and belong to 
the same owner. But, if there 1s 
special custom prevailing in trade, 
such eustom shall be followed. ‘The 
disposal of the principal thing extends 
to its accessories.

From the large number 
of speeches made, the students” 
‘opinions centred on’ three phases of 
‘the matlonal erisis and could be sum- 
marized as follows:— 2 

Internal Affairs—Tke opinion was 
junanimously advanetd that drastic 
measures should be adopted for the 
punishment of traitors, and attention 
‘was drawn to the acute dangers of the 
East “Hopel and the general North 
China situation in relation of China's 
jeentral” authority. 

‘Foreign Relations—Views wore un 
animously expressed that the National 
Government should make plans for a 
well-balanced diplomatic ropresenta- 
tion and formulate a definite foreign 
policy’ on the basis of the preserva:

SOLDIERS’ BONUS 


The prospects of one or other of 
the United States Soldiers’ Bonus Bills 
Passing Into law seem likelier this 
Jyear than ever before. President 
Roosevelt has made a gallant stand 
Jagainst any proposal immediately to| 
Jourden the country -with the large 
Jswn which payment of the bontts 
jwould involve, and by his velo in 
the past has sueceeded in preventing 
the enactment of a measure to which 
he is so strongly opposed. But 
continual pressure has been put upon

Hon and President — Roosevelt has!

portant talking point. It has always 
been assumed that the House of Re- 
bresentatives would have voted to 
Joverride the presidential veto, but at 
the Inst session of Congress, the 
Senate by voting 84 to 40. to do the 
same thing, failed to register a suMle 
lent number of voles against the 
veto to set it aside.

we have! Generals Huang Fu, Ho 
Ying-chin, Shang Chen, Col. Yuan 
Liang, and Mr. ¥in Tung.

‘The “Sincere” General 


‘Three recent ineldents tave raised 
the ire of the Japanese and awakened 
doubls In thelr hearts as to the “sin- 
cerity” of Gen. Sung of whose sin- 
cority they were so firmly convinced 
only, three short weeks ago. These 
fare the row at the Pelping fate, the 
fight at ‘Tangku, and the attack on 
the railway. "The Peiping » Japanese 
ox-Servicemen's Association were s0 
indignant that they keld a mecting 
and called for strong netion to pun- 
ish these. insulis to, the Japanese 
army. And General Tada has been 
firing off a perfect volley of protests, 
threats and demands at General Sung 
and Hsiao. We might almost be back 
in the old times of the wicked “Young 
Marshal” Instead of inthe haleyon 
days of the Independent Government 
fof Hopel-Chahar under the blessing 
of the Kwantung Army. 

‘The vow at the gale, not otherwise 
‘of importance, ix Interesting os an 
example in-small_ of | Sino-Japanese 
Felations generally. Divested of the 
‘exaggerations and special | pleadings 
whieh have appeared in the press 
‘messages of either side, the true story 
Would appear to be as follows-— 

Shortly. after 10 pam. on, Sunda: 
January 5, a truck from ‘Tungehow 
‘witty seven Japanese soldiers arrived 
ft the Chaoyangmen, ene of the east 
fates of the city, only to find it 
Closed ‘at that Inte hour. For it must 
bbe noted that Peiping, in this matter. 
sUill-adkeres to the customs of the 
Middle Ages. All the outer gates of 
the elly ave closed every night strlet- 
Iy at 0,30 o'clock and unless one has 
‘a speelat pass nobody can enter oF 
Teave the city after, that hour. 

‘Most foreigners who kave lived in 
Peiping for any length of time have 
vecame so altached to this good old 
‘medineval custom that they conside> 
it perfectly right and natural and 
would, T believe, be unable to sleco 
peacefully in their beds, if they 
Thought that the elly gates were loft 
open all night. ‘The Japanese party 
Nad no pass, nor do they appear th 
Have troubled to send a ‘phone mes- 
sage (o thelr Legation. “Demi-gods. 
perhaps, da not think of such small 
Inatters: gates and everything | clsc 
‘OURhL to open of themselves for them. 

But a gate Is a gato in China, and 
it it hag Been Kept closed by precedent 
ever since the Sung Dynasty, why. 
then of course, it must be kept closed 
now. 0 the ‘police refused to open 
the gate In spite of all the hammerings 
‘and cursings of tke Japanese. How- 
‘ever, they rang up thelr superiors. 
‘But, ag is usual nowadays in China, 
it took a very long time before they 
could get hold of anyone who was 
willing to issue an administrative 
order of such a definite kind as that 
of opening of gate, 

Japanese Temper Not Improved 

When at last the police did open 
the gate, the long, cold wait had not 
improved the temper of the Japanese. 
‘They rushed into the police station 
to vent their feelings on the police- 
men who escaped after a slight 
scum. It the Japanese had left it 
at that, nothing more would probably 
have .been heard of the matter, as 
the Peiping police are not unused to 
‘being beaten up both by the Japanese 
and their own soldiery, and were 
earcely likely to complain. 

But the Japanese still seeking 
objects of vengeance rushed a post 
of the 20th Army and proceeded to, 
selze hold of the. corporal in charge 
and Knock him about. The corporal 
tore himself free and ran for the 









































ramp leading up to the city wall, the 
[Japanese pursuing and letting off their 
revolvers into the darkness. When 
the Chinese soldiers on the wall 
heard the firing, they too started 
shooting thelr rifles Into the air. The 
lunbelievable had happened. The 
Japanese Army had been fired -on. 
‘Japanese honour had been insulted. 
‘The Japanese soldiers immediately 
proceeded to their barracks and re- 
Ported the dreadful affair. 

‘As a result, on enquiry was held by. 
Ja Japanese military oMecr with the 
assistance of some Japanese gend- 
larmes. That the corporal of the 29th 
‘Army had been damaged by someone 
feould not be denied, as he still bore 
the marks on his face. ‘The only 
Jquestion was by whom. He asserted 
that men in Japanese uniforms had 
assaulted him, but when asked to step 
ronnd to the Barracks to identity his 
assailants, said that as it was dark he 
‘was unable to recognize them indi- 
vidually. ‘Thereupon the Japanese 


oMeer with that brilliant logie for 
Which the Kwantung Army) Is so 
famous pointed out that if he could 


not Identify his assailants he could not 
say that Japanese had assaulted him 
and made him sign a document ac- 
cordingly. 

‘The Japanese further denied that 
their men had fred their revolvers. 
‘As the Chinese police and soldiers 
‘were armed only with rifles antl as 
several empty “pistol cartridge cases 
were found on the spot, the affoir is 
likely to remain a mystery. Protests, 
Ihave been made duly by both sides. 


More Serlous Incident 


‘The Tangku incident (actually 
hhoppened at Taku, on the opposite 
‘bank of the river) appears to have 
been more serious. As details have 
been suppressed in the local press 
and as the frst Japanese mission of 
enquiry was unable to land there 
‘owing to the nasty temper of the 
Chinese soldiery, the affair is still 
wrapped ina certain amount of 
obscurity. Here, the Chinese appear 
to have started’ the trouble. It was 
over drug business as usual. Troops 
were searching for drug smugglers 
‘and entered what they thought was 0 
Chinese shop. When the occupants 
objected they were badly knocked 
‘about and the place was ransacked, 
Tt turned out that the place belonged 
to a Korean, one of the usual dope 
peddlers presumably, but there 
Appears to have been no sign outside 
to Indicate that it belonged to a 
Japanese national. Here again an 
ingult to the Japanese flag has been 
alleged. 


Enforced Train Stop 


‘The third case. the incident on the 
train between Tientsin and Tangky, 
fs the strangest of all. It was no 
“hold-up,” nor were ‘the trouble- 
makers Bandits, but they belonged 10 
the Polico Preservation Corps of the 
new stnlo of East Hopel. Nor did 
they attempt Yo loot the passengers. 
Al that they apparently wanted ws 
that the train should stop at a station 
where they wished to descend, but 
where it was not scheduled to stop. 
When train oficials refused to comply 
with their request, they started firing 
their revolvers to show their annoy 
nee which led to a fight between 
them and the train guards in which 
fone person was killed and several 
wounded, among them one Japanese. 
‘This too ‘led to a protest. 


‘These three incidents, though of no 
‘great importance in themselves, are 
typical of present day conditions in 
North China. They are indicative, on 
the one hand, of the confusion exist 
ing in every. direction, and, on the 
‘other, of the helplessness of the loeai 
‘authorities, bound hand and foot as 
they are. Banditry, Korean drug and 
silver smugglers, Japanese ronin. in- 
dependent armies roving over Norta 
Chahar, all kinds of strange and con- 
stantly’ changing Peace Preservation 
‘corps and militias that come stroll 
ng acrors the border trom the de- 
militarized zone, student demonstra- 
tions and strikes, not to mention 
anti-Japanese feeling in all quarters 
“these are some of the compticated 
problems that face the authorities of 
North China to-day. ‘The task of 
coping with this chaos might prove 
even too much for a powerful, united 
‘and national administration. ‘The 
government of North China is none 
of these things. Ten miles to the 
east is another independent govern- 
ment, that of East Hopei; to the north 
in Chahar, Manchowkuo already is 
making itsele at home, while ever at 
the elbow of the hesitating Chinese 
authorities stand the fussy and ex: 
citable Japanese military cracking 
their whips at every possible op- 
portunity.

At depots ant 
fon wharfs one may see throe hands 
rawn in a ine wich means to be- 
ware of pick-pockels,

Year’s Resume Indicates Bad Business, Poor Crops 
and Upset Communications 


From Our Oww Comesronnexe 


Sutsien, Ku, Jan. 5. 

‘As we look back ‘over’ the ' past 
‘twelve months, we cce that the year 
hhas been an unfavourable one for a 
Jarge section of North Kiangsu. ‘The 
farmers have been hard hit; by foods 
in the area north of the old Yellow 
River bed, and by drought in the 
trea south of It 

‘OL course a bad year for the far- 
mers meanz a bad year for the mer~ 
chants, This part of the: province 
‘almost entirely is dependent on 
farming, When the farmers have no| 
money to spend, all business is very 
ul, 

Perhaps the amount of money be~ 
ing sent to Shanghsi is a fair in~ 
ication of the condition uf business 
activity in the local stores. For 
more than 20 years past, the mer~ 
chants of Sutsien have been glad to 
‘buy Shanghai cheques from the mis- 
slonarles here, in order to emit 
joney to Shanghai safely and cheap- 
ly. In recent years, the demand for 
stich eheque has ustially execeded the 
supply. 

‘During the past few weeks, it has 
ween very dificult, at times” impos 
sible, to find any merchant who 
wants to remit money to Shanghai by 
cheque, Fortunately, two branch 
banks Fecently were’ established in 
this elty, with connections jn Shang- 
hal, When one of these banks was 
‘asked to cash Shanghai cheques, the 
manager demanded a premium of 10 
per cent, After arguments extend~ 
ing over some days, this demand was 
Feauced to one half of 1 per cent. One 
may wonder who was to have received 
the additional “‘cumshaw". Unless 
cther Interior cities are sending more 
money to Shanghai then Sutsien is 
sending, how wil: the Shanghat 
wholestie merchants pay thelr bills 
at Chinese New Year? 














No Immediate Improvement 


‘There is no prospect of immediate 
Improvement in the situation here. 
‘The water in the Grand Canal at 
this place hag fallen only about three 
feot below the highest mark of the 
year, During the Autumn, some 
hhelds were left dry by the receding’ 
water, In some places, wheat was| 
sown, but later the waier rose and 
flooded the flelds again, so that the 
seed wag lost, Within ‘the past few 
‘weeks, many fields again have be~ 
come dry, but it ig entirely too late 
for sowing wheat, As Spring wheat is 
slmost unknown here, there will be 
no wheat crop next summer in the 
distelets which were flooded this 
year, Of course other Kinds of grain 
fan be planted in the Spring, but 
these cannot fully take the plaice of 
wheat, which is the principal crop 
of the ‘district, ‘The loss of the 
wheat means shortege of fovd, and 
severe suffering in many cases, une 
{il the 1937 wheat erop can be’ har- 
vested, 

‘This is on the supposition that the 
breaks In the Yellow River dykes 
ean be repaired before next summer. 
If not, the people of the flood dis- 
telels ‘again will be sunk in the 
aepths of despair, 

Tn normal times, Sutsien has three 
‘us lines: one running down the 
Grand’ Canal. to. Tsinklangpu, 62 
miles away: one up the Grand Canal 
ty Yuinho Station on the Lunghai 
Railway, 40 miles away; and one 
reross ‘country to Hsueaowfu, 60 
miles away, 


‘The road between Sutsion and 
‘Yulnho has been under water for 
four months or more. Far some 
months in the, Autumn, the launch 
Une between Sutsion ‘and Tsing- 
klangpu was stopped because the 
water was so high that the waves 
trom tho launches would endanger 
tke canal banks. However, the bus 
tine between these two eities has been 
in operation most of the time, with 
the kindly assistance of the ' cows 
slong the way. Instend of horse 
power, some of these busses should 
be rated by cow-power, according to 
the number of cows required to pull 
them, The cow-drawn machines 
usually make a specd of between one 
‘and two miles per hour. 


Recent Fatal Accidents 


‘A few fatal accidents occurred 
during the latter part of the year 
‘Two ferry boats were overturned at 
one time, at a point north of | the 
clty, whére the Lutangho separates 
from the Grand Canal, and more 
than 20 perfons were drowned, Later 
it was reported that a ferry on the 
Lutangho east of Sutsien had ca 
sized with the loss of several lives. 
At present there is a large amount 
of te drifting down the Grand 
Canal, most of it from the lakes. 
‘This makes navigation very danger- 
ous, and practically no boa's are 
moving up stream. It is said that 
two boats have already been sunk by 
drifting ice near here, and that 
seven persons were drowned. 

‘During the pest year, this distelct 
thas been more nearly fie trom ban- 














ils than usual. ‘This fortunate con- 
dition is largely due to the fine work 
ldone by the Provincial Peace Pre- 
servation Forces. In the carly’ 
Spring, small bands of kidnappers 
‘were operating in, various parts of 
the district, Later ‘in the Spring, the 
oficials made the people organize 
themselves into mutual guarantee 
‘groups, in which each mem: of a 
/gcoup is guaranteed by all other 
members. This is an old Chinese 
system, with a long experience back 
of it.

Research Official Injured in a Tiger Trap: Wife 
Seeking Aid Drowned 


From Oun Own Consrsroxrexr 


Wuchow, Kwangs, Jan. 8. 

A very distressing aeeldent has just 
gecurred in the Yao Mountains where- 
Qy Mr, Fel Hslao-tung has received 
severe Injuries to his feet and lees 
‘and is now lying In the Wuchow 
General Hospital, and his wife has 
Yost her life. 

‘Mr. Fol, a, graduate of Yenching 
University, Pelping was married on 
‘August 1, 4935, and shortly afterwards 
with his’ accomplished bride, also a 
student at Yenching, left for Kwang- 
si to take up sociological research 
Work among’ the varlous tribesmen 
of this provinee. The young couple, 
were full of hope and energy and 
entered into thelr work, with an 
enthusiasm that betokened success.

Destruction by Wild Antmats

fand Mrs. Fel did not realize that 
they were on the wrong tail, and 
uneonselous of thelr danger, trimped 
‘on, For hours they followed the 
Winding pathway in and out among | 
the hills ‘without meeting anyone or 
‘coming in sight of any human habita- 
tion, Late in tke aflernoon they ap- 
proached a crude bamboo fence lead- 
Ing 10 0 sort of gatoway and thinking 
they ‘were nearing a mountaineer’s 
home they eagerly stepped forward. 

“The innocent looking gateway 
proved to be a “dead fall” tiger trap 
and os Mr. Fel, who was in the lead, 
stepped ttrouth his foot released the 
trigger and ot once huge quantities 
ef stone and timbers came crashing. 
down tpon him, He was injured 
badly. “The right leg wos partly 
paralyzed; several foints in the left 
Foot were erushed out of place and 
he was pinned beneath a mass of 
dbbris, 

‘Mrs. Fel was not hurt, She worked 
pulling the stones off of her prostrate 
husband until she had released fim. 
But Mr. Fel was so badly injured 
hat he could not walk and night was. 
coming on. They had no food or 
bedding ‘and Mr. Fel was suffering 
dreadfully. Finally kis devoted wife 
determined to goin search of help 
fand comforting her husband with o 
fow cheering words she started off 
down the mountain trail. 


Fallure of Wife to Return 

She did not return that evening 
and Mr, Fel lay on the cold ground 
chilled to the bone by the coo! moun- 
tain atmosphere, hungary, thirty 
and in great pain. In this condition 
the tong awful night was passed. The 
following morning ag Mrs. Fel had 
ot returned Mr. Fol started slowly: 
fo erawl along the narrow pathway 
He crawled all day until four pm. 
when he was found by tribesmen—| 
members of is party who having: 
missed thom the might before had 
Started out to gearch for them. Mr. Fel 
‘asked about his wife, but no one had| 
seen her. Mr. Fel was then carried 
to. the nearest Yao village and a 
general alarm call was sent out. 

‘Tribesmen from various villages 
responded to the call and for seven 
days they followed the mountain 
trails searching the wooded hills in a 
vain attempt to find the Tost woman. 
On tke seventh day one of the search- 
ers found the body floating inv 
mountain stream. No details ever| 
Will bo learned, ‘It js surmised how- 
fever that in her determination to 
secure help Mrs. Fel continued tramp- 
ing onward until night overtook her, 
‘when In trying to eross a swift moun- 
tin stream eres whic the path 
Ted, she was washed off her feet by 
the swift current and carried down 
into deeper waler. 

‘Mr. Fel and the body of his wife 
were carried by the tribesmen to 
Konghau, a market town on the West 
River, a’ day's journey by launch 
from Wuchow.

OBITUARY 


Dr. Paul Leaton Corbin 


‘As already briefly reported by 
telegram, on January 8, 1936, follow- 
Ing a cerebral hemorrhage, there oc- 
curred the death of Dr. Paul Leaton 
Corbin, at Taiku, Shansi, In his going, 
the Talku station of the American 
Board has lost one of the founders of 
Us present mission work and one who 
ig Widely known and respected. 
Dr. Corbin was born on September 
28, 1875 at Carlinville, Tilinois. In 1893 
he was graduated from Blackburn 
College and in 1903 from the Oberlin 
‘Theological Seminary. In the course 
of his study he also gained experience 
‘a8 a pastor, and following his gradua- 
tion he served one year as travelling 
secretary of the Student Volunteer 
Movement, In 1904 with Mrs. Corbin 
he arrived in China, Here, after six 
months of language study’ at Tung- 
‘went fo Taiku, where he has 
‘since spent most of the active part of 
his life, 


Dr. Corbin's name is associated with 
those who re-opened mission work of 
the American Board in Shansi after 
its nearly complete destruction by the 
Boxers in 1900, Interested in Shanst 
because of the large number of its 
grnduates who suffered martyrdom 
there at that time, Oberlin Collere 
chose Mr. Corbin as a representative 
{n this work. In 1021, the same in- 
stitution was pleased to bestow upon 
hhim the honorary degree of S.T.D., 
‘and Blackburn College the degree of 
D.D., in recognition of meritorious 
work done. 

His main work has been in the 
evangelistic field. ‘Through his en- 
ergies, churehes were organized in 
‘Taikw city and in villages and market 
towns of Taku and adjoining dis- 
tricls. His interests carried him also 
Into other flelds. He had 9 part in 
‘establishing and carrying the Oberlin 
Shansi Memorial Schools through its 
early days. He was friend and 
counsellor in other flelds of mission 
work not only in his own but in other 
missions. He read widely, and he 
took time to contribute to a 




















hobbies was the collection of books, 
and his persona library, is of large 
limensions, being particularly rich in 
books written about China in 
During his lifetime he had a 
knack of gaining friends “who re-

Harbin, Jan. 9. 

‘The severe frosts at night have 
done damage to many of the ruilway 
Tocomotives, and this together with @ 
shortage of freight cars for the east= 
fern line traflie, has caused a scarcity 
fof coal in the’ clly. At the present 
moment the total stock of coal in 
Harbin does not exceed 30,000 tons, 
whereas at the same time last year 
there was not less than 200,000 ions. 
Prices are not being raised but the 
poorer classes find reat dimeulty in 
purchasiny small quantities, and are 
fulfering from cold houses. ‘The rall- 
way administration Is doing its best 
to cope with the emergency, but of 
course a change in the weather is 
what Is wanted most.

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Bandits Prevalent Again 


News has come to hand of bandits 
under various Chinese leaders once 
‘more having made their appearance 
down the river, There was a ferce 
engagement between the peace pre- 
servation unit attached to the Kamata 
detachment and about 400 bandits, 
who were ensconced in the mountains 





near the Liangtzu River. A snow- 
Storm was raging as the troops 
‘attacked. ‘The bandits were unpre- 


pared, but nevertheless the fight con- 
Unued for five hours before the 
bandit contingent was put to fight. 
They left fourteen killed and 30 
wounded behind and also threw away 
their arms, ammunition and supplies. 
The punitive troops had one killed 
and three wounded, notwithstanding 
tho hail of bullets.

An innovation in 
Christmas was that Tschurin’s _ad- 
vertisement that their live Santa 
Claus would bring toys purchased at 
their stores {0 any private house. 
It also brought more customers to 
‘Techutin’s, so that the firm scored 
doubly through thelr new scheme.

Many Fires and Great Cold 


Jan. 5. 

Fires have been the predominating, 
note throughout the Christmas ant 
New Year holidays. the rush of the 
fre engines, the clanging of th 
bolls and hooting of their sirens bein 
heard all over the city every day 
‘and sometimes as often as four times 
in the 24 hours, This extraordinary 
run of fires has been caused by the 
extreme cold which hus made 
residents to heat to such an extent 
that old chimneys have not been able 
to endure, especially as almost all 
heating now is being done with coal. 
The chimneys were built for woot 
heating and their bricks crumble 
away with a coal fire. Electricity 
igo is being used for stoves and the 
pressure on the wire has been the 
Jeause of many fires, much of the 
[wiring being very old. 

‘There are some who spread rumours 
that storekeepers are trying to recoup 
their losses from the insurance, but 
this may be considered as a falsehood, 
In some cases the owner of the build- 
ing is arrested on the chance that 
he. actually may have set the fire 
jand sometimes has to remain several 
days in prison cell. From the 
leountry distriets_ the’ reports of 
severe cold continue to pour in, such 
weather not having been experiences 
for many years.

STUDENTS’ PARTY 


Earlier Report of Their Being Frozen to Death Untrue: 
Vicissitudes of Manchoukuo Winter Weather 
ros Our Ows Comrsronsexr 


Mukden, Jan, 11. 
“AIL frozen to death.” was the grim 
repott received at Hallar where word 
hhad been expected of the progress 
of a small research party.” Seven 
students” of the Kyoto Imperial 
University had arrived at Hailar on 
December 25 and announced thelr in- 
tention ot making the trip across the 
Great Hsingan Range. The route 
selected went due South from Hailar, 
following roughly the course of the 
river. ‘The first objective was the 
famous hot springs of Halunarshan. 
‘These are ina valley at the head 
waters of one of the branches of the 
aerhha (Hialka) “River, the lower 
waters of which, together with Lake 
Buir into which it empties are the 
‘subject of bitter boundary. disputes 
Manchoukuo™ and  Ouler 

‘This frst leg of the 
journey, roughly’ 130 miles, was sup= 
posed to be made in four days. From 
there it was intended to cross the 
range by sleds reaching Solun in two 
days more. 

‘The party consisted of seven univer 
ally students, two Japanese guides, 
two Mongolian boys, and more than 
ten cart drivers, though in the various 
reports which ‘have reached us_ thi 
numbers of the party vary widely. 
We know that they had one or more 
quldes, and at Teast one Mongol In- 
erpreier and that about halt the 
party were native drivers. 

Tt had been arranged to send a 
native back to Hallar with tidings 
‘of the progress which the party had 
made. ‘No news arrived. On the 6 
When they should have reached the’ 
springs, a native who arrived at 
Hailar from the mountain reported 
that the weather had been unusually 
‘cold, and that he had heard that a 
halt’ dozen Japanese and thelr party 
hhad been all frozen to death, The 
report caused a great sensation. The 
police and military began questioning 
every arrival from the mountains and 
tolegraphinis to" their various -out- 
posts, 


Rescue Party Set Out 

‘Then It was reported that « native| 
hud strived from the hills who had 
setually seen the frozen corpses of 
the seven Japanese, A sergeant and 
four soldiers from the Sakai Brigade, 
fan Inspector and constable from the 
Japanese. police, « Japanese police- 
man from’ the ‘Manchoukuo service. | 
With five natives boarded two motor 
trucks and started out on the morn-" 
if of January 8 “The trucks wore 
jell provided! with fuel and con- 
tained ample provision for five days. 
Reports had "mentioned a definite 
region in which the expedition was 
suppose to have been lost, but. the 
Tatest reports indleate that the motor 
expedition to that distriet_was un 
successful, 

‘The military authorities at Maitar 
hhnd endeavoured to dissuade the 
sludents from thelr proposed expedi- 
tion, pointing out that the winter 
was’ reported to be the most severe 
known in the past twenty years, But 
the sludents wore not to be put off. 
‘They were equipped with outfits, of 
the army standard for service im that 
district, The fur-lined helmets. welt 
protected head and neck. ‘The great 
oat was heavily lined with fur, and 
feet and lexs were protected by tall, 
heavy, felt. boots ax used by the 
natives. 

‘A report received on Wednesttay 
showed that the students spent Sun 
day night at the house of Capt. 
Hajime, a staff officer of the Hsingan 
Garrison Army, Mostongers state:t 
that the boys left there on the morn 
{ing of Monday, January 6, in excellent 
condition and’ in high spirits, ‘This 
point is only about fifty miles ror 
Hallar ‘seross level country, as the 
sludents wero supposed “to. “have 
reached the hot-springs by Sunday’ 
hight, it would appear that they had 
made approximately one third the 
roxress expected. 


Ample Food and Equipment 

An carly report from Hailar stated 
that their food was suilelent for 27 
days, that each one carried two 
water bottles, and that they had ten 
xallons of petrol as fuel for their | 
amp stoves. When they wore a day 
overdue atthe railway, aeroplanes 
were Fequisitioned for the search. 
Unfortunately the party was not 
equipped with flold wireless and so} 
































able 10 pick up their trail. Various 
maps show two routes for reaching 
the hot springs, one a direet route 
straight across. the mountains, which 
‘would probably be the more pleasant |, 
‘and certainly. the more interesting 
the summer, the other route, through 
Chienaila and. Chianyehunmiao, 
follows the old trade route and is on 
the ‘direct road between Taonan and, 
‘Manchuli, 

In spite of discouraging reports the 
military did not give up hope of 
rescuing the missing sludents, up- 
parently considering that the dificul- 











les of the trip had been under- 
estimated and that they were making. 
slow progress across the range, Ob- 
viously if the party had perished of 
the cold, they easily might have been 
covered’ by drifts, and searchers 
Would not discover’ them until they 
were uncovered by the high winds 
or by the spring thaw, 

‘A Tong string of messages was re~ 
ceived at the Mukden Head Office of 
the General Direction of State Rail- 
ways, ond {rom here instructions were 
sent to their various railway oMices 
to assist in the search. The trucks 
whieh were following in the woke of| 
the party reported that they had 
found nothing, but on the morning. 
fof the 10th, eight days after the party 
had left Hailar, the police there re- 
celved a telegram advising them that 
the party was still en route for their 
objective. 

Definite reassurance finally 
brought in by the aeroplane which 
left Hailar on the morning of the 
10th. The plane returned at 10.20a.m. 
‘and reported that they had seen the 
party near the village of Hungikuo- 
Tiching which is about 120 kilometres 
‘south of Hailar or only about one 
halt the distance which they had ex- 
ected to make by January 6, ‘The: 
Observers also reported that they had 
dentified “the ‘resue crew — near| 
Halunarshan Lake. Another report 
states that the South Manchuria Rail- 
way had instructed its office at 
‘Arshan, near where the SMR. is 
carrying on rallway construction work.

International Community Shows Respect: How the 
News Was-Received Locally 


Shanghai received the news of His lowed the example of the Govern- 


Majesty's death on Tuesday morning| 
with the profoundest regret. Not only 
did it stir the earts of the British 
‘community, whose loyalty and ad- 
miration for their ruler is none the 
Tess sincere in spite of their resid- 
ence in a foreign land, but it had an 
International response in general 
‘manifestations of sympathy. 

‘A striking pleture of the great 
esteem and admiration held for His 
‘Majesty by the nations of the world 
was seen along the Bund that day, as 
fone by one flags were put at halt- 
mast on office buildings, clubs, Chi- 
nese Government buildings, hotels 
insurance offices, and banks and 
steamship offices in rapid succession 
fag the sad news of his death swept 
over the clly. His Majesty died ut 
755 am. Stanghal time, yet the state 
of tension which existed was s0 great 
that the news swept like fire from 
the hub of the Central District to 
the farthest outskirls of tke city, its 
passage almost marked by a succes- 
sion of Mags being put at half-mast

every nationality. 

‘The realest sympathy and regret 
were expressed on all sides, in every 
walk of life and In every section of 
Shanghal's cosmopolitan “community, 
and many were the tributes paid to 
the memory of one of tke most loved 
and respected monarchs the world 
has ever known.

CHEFOO BOY KILLED 
IN ABYSSINIA 


Dr. R. W. Hockman Among 
First Civil'an Casualties 


One of the first civilian casualties 
Im the Ethiopian hostilities was a 
[former pupil of the China Inland 
Mission ‘School at Chefoo, reports 
from Addis Ababa reveal. He » was 
De. Robert W. Hockma:

Dr. Hockman was born in 1907 in

30 years, including the period of the 
Boxer Rebellion. He attended the 
CLM. School in Chefoo, and when 
Ihe was 17 years old, he and his 
family ‘went to London, later return- 
ing to the United States and settling 
in New Concord, Ohio. 

In the United States he was 
Jeducated first at Muskingum College. 
‘and. later took a medical course at 
Northwestern University. He then 
entered West Suburban Hospital, in 
[Chicago, where Dr. Raleigh Oldfeld 
Jdeseribed him as "a surgeon of great 
promise.” 

Dr, Hockman had been in Ethiopia 
two years. He was the first head of 
the United Presbyterian mission 
hospital in Addis Ababa and hed 
‘been in charge of the Ogaden front 
since October. His death was largely. 
‘ue to his enthusiasm as a collector 
‘of war souvenirs, and he had previ- 
‘ously brought to Addis Ababa pieces 
Jof shrapnel and Malian detonators. 
JAtter tke bombardment of Daggah 
Bur by Malian planes whieh Dr. 
/Hockman experienced without injury, 
several unexploded bombs were left 
fin the earth. Dr. Hockman was try. 
ing to unscrew the cap of one of 
these when it exploded, killing him, 
instantaneously. 

He had recently applied for leave 
to go to Exypt to visit his wife and 
thelr daughter, born on October 28, 
jwhom he had never seen. He re- 
jecived the reply, however, that if he 
Teft chaos would descend on th: 
Red Cross on the Ogaden front, and 
hhe therefore remained. 

His death is widely deplored by 
Ethiopians, among whom he was 
popular. He was deeply respected, 
especially by the Etbiopisn troops, 
‘many of whose lives he saved after: 
the attack on Gorahal. Although born 
in China, Dr. Hockman's home was. 
Im Wheaten, Minois, 2 suburb of 
Chicago. He is survived by his 
‘parents, two brothers, and a sister. 

















EXPLOSIONS ROCK 
SZECHUEN ROAD 


Old Gas Main Endangers 
Residents in Lane 


‘A. succession of sub-terranean gas 
explosions which started at 6 o'clock 
en Monday morning in Lane $59,

Plans for a campaign designed to 
elect three Japanese to the Municipal

"It is the unanimous desire among, 
the Japanese to elect three councillors 
and we intend to secure the under 
standing of the British and the other 
Jcommunities in the matter,” it added,

Not an Ape: Characteristics 
in Modern Mongols

Money Exchange 
Profits 


Shops Now Making Charge 
For Changing Dollars 


Although small_money in metallic 
Jurm is practically" non-existent, 
Chinese money exchange shops are 
suill making a profit on these simple 
transactions, Instead of making @ 
deduction in the change as was, the 
former custom they are now making 
a charge of a few coppers for every 
dollar changed into paper money. 
One dollar equals ten ten-cent 
big money notes, or six 20-cent 
silver coins, or 300 coppers. 
That is the official rate of exchange 
‘axed by the-authorities following the 
‘announcement of the new currency 
puliey on November 4. At local 
exchange shops, different rates are 
Elven, however, generally netting 
the shops a gain of three or five 
coppers, or even more, 
‘A representative of the “North 
China Dally News" made such ex- 
changes at several different money- 
‘exchange shops. In order to obtain 
ten ten-cent big money notes for 
cone dollar note, three to five coppers 
hhad to be paid’ to secure change. 
‘One shop employee termed the few 
coppers as service charge, ‘The 
abolition of the tael and the enforce- 
‘ent of the new currency policy, 
hhe said, had dealt a severe blow to 











these shops. What they obtained 
from this “service charge” was

HISTORY 


Sir Charles Marston Tells 
of Palestine Finds 


Sir Charles Marston, the distin- 
guished archacologist, whoso excava 
Uons of the City of Jericho verified 
the Book of Joshua, - and who 
established the date of’ the Exodus, 
arrived in Shanghai on Tuesday, Jan. 
14, Inthe ss. Empress of Canada, 
Sir Charles, accompanied by Lady 
Marston and his daughter, is ona 
pleagure trip around the world. He 
‘sald, however, that when he arrived 
in Palestine, ‘he would settle down 
‘once again to what in late years, he 
hhas made his life work, 

He now has three expeditions in 
Palestine excavating the ruins of the 
city of Lachish, which he said was 
the most important elty in Judah next 
to Jorusalem. ‘The expeditions “are 
continuing with the work that has 
‘been done before uncovering bibllcal 
information, 

No special task has been set the 
excavators, Sir Charles said yesterday 
in an interview with a “North-China 
Herald” reporter. They were not| 
looking for anything special but 
hoped that many new things would 
come to light that would elear~ up 
questions about the Old. Testament 
that have been puzzling theologists 
for years, or would establish dates 
‘and verify or dispute other points in 
the Bible.

Sir Charles was knighted in. 1926. 
Ho was born in 1867, and educated at 
Wolverhampton School and at Mason 
College, which is now Birmingham 
University. He is vieo chairman of 
the British School of Archaeology in 
Egypt and a member of the Executive 
of the Palestine Exploration Fund. 

Most of his research work has been 
done in Palestine. Among his pub- 
cations are “Tho Christian Faith and 
Industry," “The “Now Knowledge 
About the Old Testament, 1933," and 
“Essays on Eeonomle Quéstlons.” ‘Sir 
Charles stated that he hoped (2 add 
still another book to his list on the 
Bass of “his findings this year in 
Palestine.

‘Commander F, W. Davies 


‘The death occurred at the General 
Hospital on Thursday of Commander 
Frederick William» Davies, Royal 
Naval Reserve (Retd.) at ‘the age 
‘of 84, Commander Davies entered 
hospital about a month ago having 
broken his leg, and although he 
‘appeared to be making progress a 
urn | for the worse ensued and he 
ied that afternoon. 

‘The late Commander Davies, who 
was generally associated with the 
Forls Hotel, Woosung, before it was

destroyed in the Sino-Japanese hos- 
tilities of spring, 1932, was one of 
the best-known and most picturesque 
Jigures in China. He went to sea 68 
years ago in a sailing ship and wax 
‘given his first command more than 
halt a century ago having already 
distinguished himself when, asa 
midshipman he took part. in» the 
British expedition to Magdata, Abys- 
Isinia, ted by Lord Napier. As 
[Suez Canal was not then in exist 
Jonce most of the shipping arrange 
ments were made from India and 
‘tugs wore sent across from Calcutt 
Commander Davies was serving on = 
merchant transport at that time and 
he caught of the eye of Lieutenant 
‘Tryon, afterwards Admiral ‘Tryon 
jwho was drowned in the tl-fated 
Victoria, and was appointed to the 
Aphrodite then in charge of traifie 
jon the Abyssinian coast, 

‘After this campaign, for which he 
was awarded the Mogdala medal, 
Commander Davies continued hi 
mercantile career and subsequently 
rose to be senior skipper in the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha fleet, - com-| 
Jmanding the Bingo Maru, which in 
is day was the finest vessel of the 
[Japanese company's fleet, and in this 
feapacity he was widely admired and 
respected not only by his company 
‘but by oficers of other ships in the 
Far Eastern trade. Afler his retire- 
ment from the “N.K., he became 
Jmanager of the Grand Hotel, Yoko- 
hama, afterwards coming to’ Shang 
hal where, at a later date, he was 
‘associated with the Astor House 
Hotel. During the Chinese revoli- 
tion of 1911 ho was adviser to the 
Chinese navy under “Admiral Si 
Sah Cheng-ping. Later, he wai: 
Jattached to the Woosung naval school 
Jas Instructor. ° 

Some years later, Commander 
Davies took over the’ Forts Hotel, 
Woosung, a favourite rendezvous of| 
‘many foreigners who travelled there 
over the week-end {o enjoy the re- 
freshing air of the broad sweep of| 
the Yangtze. Commander Davies, 
was not only an admirable host but 
an interesting personality for _his| 
stories of life at sea in other days| 
were told with an emphasis and de- 

















tall which gave conviction. With his| 
powerful frame and a commanding 
Stature, he added vital evidence to 
‘the amazing slore of yarns which he 
freoly related. 

His courage was indomitable for, 
despite the waves of civil war which 
| ffequentiy involved Shonghal and his 

hostelry “at Woosung, he resolutely 
refused to leave although emergency 
‘measures prevailed along the boun- 
daries of the foreign areas. During, 
the Sino-Japanese hostilities of 1932. 
when Woosung Forts were frequent- 
ly bombarded he remained at Woo- 
sung and it was not until 18 days: 
after the attack, when Japanese naval 
uns had levelled most buildings and 
damaged his own, that he was in- 
duced to seek the refuge of the Set- 
Hlement.

Now. to Become a People’s 
Institution 


Nanking, Jan. 15,

lof the Central Bank of China will be 
feflected as a result of the approval 
fof a_revision in the regulations. by 
ithe “Central Political Council to-day.

When the change in the status of 
the bank Is effected, it will become 
ja people's rather than a governmental 
institution.

Improved Organization

Nanking Interview 
Mr, Yue Tso-ting, Chairman of the 
Chinése Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
King Shun-hslang, committee mem- 
ber, Mr, Wang Shao-lal, Government 
supervisor of the local Chinese stock 
exchanges and Mr. K. H, Ling, mem- 
ber of the National Loans Sinking 
Fund Administration, who were 
Summoned to Nanking in connection 
with the Chamber's petition and the 
bond market conditions, returned 
from Nanking yesterday morning 
after an. interview with Dr, Oong 
Secrelary-General ‘ot the 
Central Executive Yuan, and Dr.

Dr, Kung's Statement 

According to Reuter, Dr. Kung 
said: "The efforts “which the 
Chinese Government ig makin. 
to uphold public confidence in 
domestic bonds are wellknown. 
Recent years have seen a, national 
crisis, the spreading of bandit activi- 
ties, ‘and floods in regions of the 
Yangtze and Yellow rivers, while the 
aituation has been further aggravated 
by world ‘economic unrest and the 
rise of the value of the Chinese 
currency. 

“These conditions bring about 
‘agricultural bankruptey and a de- 
ine in industry and commerce to- 
ther with financial dimeulties.

‘The Japanese have indeod shown 
admirable good sense in not allowing 
themselves to be used or to be tripped 
into any war which could not possibly 
further thelr own natlonal interests, 
‘though perhaps the Interests of others. 
{f this Red Russian régime is to be 
overthrown, Jet the Russians do it. 
Japan's leaders are (oo intelligent to 
embark upon any war elther with 
Soviet Russia or the United States 
which would mean certain economic 
And politieal disaster, regardless of the 
‘militury vietorics gained. Instead of 
a war belween Japan and the United 
States we should, in the due and 
‘aormal course of vents, see a full and 
whole-hearted co-operation between 
these two countries, each in the man- 
‘ner for which it Is best equipped. in 
rendering assistance and a helping 
hand to China in solving those 
daantic” problems. and completing 
those Immense tasks which confront 
her. 

T cannot, indoed, are 
ools, some of them 
that war—any warms 
that war is the natural and logiel 
wutcome of ceonomic conditions 
tormal or abnormal, or that any 
nation necessarily must express its 
energy and vitality by aggression 
‘against its neighbours. Of all human 
follics and stupidities, the folly and 
stupidity of war Is the perfection, the 

ieme and the apotheosis. War is 
the result of ignorance and wrong 
thinking, or no thinking at all. Te is 
the ast resort of inept and incom 
potent leadership, These leaders who 
lead us into war are, of course, no 
leaders at all. They are solf-seeking, 
‘egotists bent on preserving their own 
little Interests at the cost of every 
thing else, ‘These “realists” who want 
to go to war over a “market” or an 
oil concession, and voicing their 
‘opinions in opposition to the “idealist 
‘or the “sentimentalist,” are, of course, 
‘no realists at all. ‘They are victim 
of their own ignorance, forgetting 
that nothing is as real as an aspira- 
Yon, an ideal or a strong sentiment, 
ood or bad. ‘These big business men 
who need another war to help along, 












































their businesses are, of course, no 
business men at ali. ‘They .are the 
scavengers, the jackals and the hyenas 


feasting and battening on the dead 
hopes, the miseries, the sufferings and 
the misfortunes of mankind. 
‘Throughout the world to-lay, in the 
minds of men of all nations, there are 
new forces at work as powerful as 
those ideas of religious liberty and 
democracy which disrupted sixteenth 
‘or cighteenth-century Europe. A 
simple idea, a single vision of truth, 
may {ransform our whole thinking 
and thereby transform the world— 
just as it happened before. A second- 
faand portable typewriter may prove 
mightier than even the most modernly 
‘quipped tank. And fortunately for’ 
those who have to pay the piper, the 
sbest-laid plans of little men "and 
little Machiavellis “oft gang agley. 














‘Time and time aguin we have had it 
jlearly demonstrated to us that "war 
does not pay.” We all know it. Why. 
at this juncture simple truths like this 
may have penetrated into even the 
thick skulls of those British Tories 
who seem to have wished so fervently 
for a “a situation” out here jn the 
Pacifle—only to get one in the Medi- 
terraneant 

Now please do not imagine that 1 
Jam a man without . convictions or 
principles, a shirker’ of responsibill- 
les, a deserter of my country, a 
spineless creature and a jelly-fish, or 
a “paeifist’—I am not. Tean, in fact, 
think up more causes worth fghth 
Jand dying for than anyone else within 
your ken, But they are not those 
Jadvocated by egotists or self-secking 
‘opportunists, fantastic schemers or 
common fools propped up in high 
positions. I am indeed quite willing 
to follow my ‘leaders or rulers into 
any war jusqw'uu bout provided they 
Jean show just and good and sullicient | 
cause why I should go to such 
extremes. If not, they shall have to 
rove thelr right to rule by carefully 
keeping me out of war, and their 
leapacities for or claims to leadership 
by what they ean accomplish —con- 
struetively in peace,

EARL BEATTY 
Services in China

Mother's Right to See Child 


An uppeal against an érder_made 
in HM, Supreme Court on August 
7, 1935, allowing the petitioner in 
divoree ‘case (0 take his child out 
of the jurisdiction of the court, was 
heard ‘before the Full Court of 
Appeal on Friday. Judge A. G. 
‘Mossop, Judge P, Grant Jones, and 
Judge R. E, Lindsell, Puisne Judge 
‘and acting Chief Justice of Hongkong, 
presided at the hearing. Mr, H. A. 
Recks appeared for Mr, G, W. Moss, 
the petitioner in. the ‘divorce ease, 
and Mr. J, MeNeilt for the respond- 
‘nt, and apneliant in these procend- 
ings. 

‘Mr. McNeill said that the jurisdle- 
tion ‘of a court in England ina 
divorce case depended upon the 
domicile of the petitioner, and pro- 
ceeded to define the meaning of the 
word “domicile.” In this case, they 
must take it that the place where the 
petitioner, who was ‘now on leave 
tn England, intonded to veside per- 
manently was still in China, “tne 
position was that the pelitioner 
intended {o reside in China, and 
intended to leave the child perman- 
‘ently out of the jurisdiction of the 
court, A law formerly existed Zor- 
bidding the access of @ guilly wife 
to any of her children, but this law 
had since been changed. He sub- 
mitted that in making the order 
‘appealed against, the Assistant Judge 
put himself in such a position that 
he would not in the future be able 
to grant access of the mother to the 
child. 

‘The Supreme Court could not make| 
an‘order for access if both the 
petitioner and the child were not 
within the Jurisdiction of the court. 
The Court was now precluded from 
ranting access, although a guilty 
wife was not now compelled to he 
Kept away from her child for ever 
‘Mr. ‘MeNeill allowed, however, that 
if the petitioner were in Shanghai 
the court could: make an order for 
access, In reply to a question by 
‘Judge’ Mossop as to what harm the 
‘Assistant Judge's order had brought 
‘upon the appellant, Mr, MeNeill sala 
that they did not know whether the 
petitioner would over definitely re~ 
turn to Shanghal. Tt was wrong for 
@ child of tender years to be entirely 
removed from its mother's custody 
He submitted that if the Assistant 
Judge had intended to Insert a pro- 
Vision for access to the child, 
should have appeared in the decree. 
He understood that during the hear: 
ing of the divorce case there was 
considerable discussion as to access 
‘The amendment asked for now was 
that the child should be brought back 
to Shanghai within a reasonable 
ume, 

‘Mr, Reeks said that the amendment 
asked for wag that the child should 
be brought back “within @ period of 

ix months.” This might be a phy- 
sical impossibility, ax the petitioner 
might already have left England with 
‘Out the child. He submitted that the 
Assistant Judge had not erred in law, 
‘os hod been alleged, and that he 
hhad full power to take the child out 
of the Jurisdiction of the court, There 
hhad been no request for access in 
the previous proceedings. He sub- 
mitted that the Assistant’ Judge ox- 
cercised his diseretion perfectly right- 
ly. Tt was against public policy tor 
8 child to be restrained from going 
back to the British Isles, and. the 
appellant was asking that’ the child 
should be deprived of the privileges 
it would have received if she had 
‘oot been quilly. ‘The welfare of the 
child, involving the welfare of the 
race,’ was the paramount considera 
tion, Tt would have been a tremend- 
ous ‘hardship if the Judge had order~ 
‘ed the child to be brought back with- 
in a certain number of months, as the 
father might have lost_his job in 
the meantime, ‘The case was ad- 
journed.

was a miscarriage of justice, On 
September 19, 1935, at 8 pm, his| 
lient was arrested’ in an up-stalrs. 
Foom of a firm known as the Philip 
pino-Cosmos Hat Store, Amoy, by a 
Russian Inspector and’ two Chinese 
detectives. Spencer was arrested 
afler two Hongkong banknotes were 
found in. a_cost hanging in a room, 
‘and which Spencer admitted was his. 
‘The numbers on the notes were al- 
leged to have been altered. Only 
Jone witness for the prosecution sub- 
sequently identified the coat which 
Spencer put on as the one in which 
the notes were found.

On the point raised 
that evidence wus wrongfully sub- 
mitted and thereby prejudiced the 
defendant, the Crown Advocate suid| 
the word’ “prejudice” had been fre- 
quently used by counsel for the ap- 
pellant. “My submission is,” he con- 
Hinued, “that what he meant was that 
the evidence was “incriminating.” 

‘The hearing was adjourned.

‘Three 
liquidators were appointed in Hong- 
kong, and they had appointed three 
attorneys in Shanghai.

Mr, Reader Harris said he thought a 
statement of claim and a defence 
should be drawn up. He had not 
heard that the defendant bank was 
in liquidation. ° His Lordship said that 
he always had the power, which he 
might exercise in this instance, to 
transfer the ease to Hongkong. Both 
Counsel agreed with an order for 
pleadings being made, and His Lord- 
ship therefore intimated that the 
Usual order would be issued.

N.Y. Stock Exchange do not permit 
brokerage firm doing business 1 
New Yorke stock, to finance a pariner- 
ship, $0, In order to yet around that 
rule, this G$150,000 was advanced by 
the "Finance Corporation to a third 
party, who, in turn, advanced it to 
Mr, Brive. 

‘Who was the third parly?—From 
the time the seat was purchased in the. 
fall of 1932 to 1934, it was Mr. F. J. 
Raven, but afterwards it was changed 
to the Raven Trust Company. The 
seat was held in the name of Ms.

Did ‘the Raven ‘Trust Co. handte

Mr. Rudyard Kipling Succumbs at Age of Seventy: 


AFTER LONG FIGHT

Again, although no man has wri 
‘with £0 much insight and apprec! 
on of the finer side of Indian char- 
acter, Kipling’s writings have’ never 
Jappeated to Indians and they not wn- 
naturally reyard him as a hostile 
eritic. Even the beauties of “Kim™ 
have not absolved him in their eyes. 
This may partly be attributed to the 
circumstance that he was the vielim 
‘of one of the mast amazing and yet 
ineradieable misquotations ever per- 
jpetrated, The lines “East is East, and 
West Is’ West. and never the twain 
shall meet" have been divorced from 
thelr ‘context and made to convey: 
Jexactly the opposite of the poet's in- 
fontions as will be recognized by the 
fall quotation: 

Oh, ast ts Hast, and West ts West.

‘DiI Earth and Sky stand presently

‘Border nor Breed nor Birt 
When feo strong men stand face to 
face, though they come from the 
ends of the earth. 
‘The misquoters have the excuse that 
they interpreted the poet's political 
outlook rather than the actual signi- 
fRcance of his artistic expression. Be 
sides being a great artist, a brilliant 
poet, Kipling was probably one of the 





great journalists of his age. It is very 
Jdoubtful whether he had, for instance, 
much more knowledge of Indian 
Jeulture than he had of engincering or 
naval technique. Yet he wroto of all 
three in such ‘a way that _experts 
themselves were satistied. There, in 
fact, iay the art of a supreme journal- 
it.’ If he had worked in China. 
Kipling would have achieved exact 
the same effect, without necessarily 
eing able to claim membership of 
that select body known as sinologues. 
‘The rough corners in Kipling’ com- 
on were never quite rubbed off 
in his later writings he oceasion= 
fly fell into an asperity which did 
harm to his reputation. He intensely. 
disliked publicity. In his rotrect i 
Sussex he was constantly annoyed by 
pilgrimages made to his grounds by 
visitors from overseas, A publican pro- 
rictor of a loeal eharabane service 
jwho had diverted the tours to enable 
jexeursionists to pass the gates. of 
Kipling’s Sussex residence and. pluck 
“souvenir” leaves from his trees, 
received various.
